Read 
that  Hiftory,  and  you  will  find,  that  after  Col,  DW/^fy  had 
been  an  Agent  for  the  Country,  he  Tack'd  about,  and  Join'd 
with  the  Inflrumcnts  that  overthrew  their  Charter^  and  Ac- 
cepted an  Illegal  and  Arbitrary  Commiflion  from  K.  James^ 
o^  which  he  held  the  Government,  until  the  Arrival  of  Sir 
Edmund  Mdrpfs^  and  then  was,  as  Prefident  of  the  Council, 
and  Chrf  Judge  of  the  Territory,  a  Chief  Tool  of  all  the  enfu- 
ing  Barbarous,  and  Infamous  Adminiftrition.    They  Gov- 
erned without  an  yijfembly^  when  Lawi  were  Propofed  in  the 
Council,  tho'  the  major  part  of  the  Council  fliould  happen  to 
©iflent,  yet  if  the  Governour  were  Poiitive  there  was  a  Prefix 
dent  at  the  Board,  by  whole  Allowance  the  Laws  were  Im«

to  a  Country  for  which  they  were  more  Generoufly  Con- 
cerned, than  (bme  that  were  under  greater  Obligations,  they 
Petitioned  for  DudU/$  Removal  from  his  Government  j 
AUedging,  among  other  Weighty  Reafons.

But>  if  this  were  an  Honeft,  yet  it  is 
no  Prudent  Experiment  :  There  is  more  than  a  littU  Dan- 
ger in  it.  The  Story  of  the  Upper  Houfe,  has  the  Truth  of 
it  enough  Confirm'd  by  Judge  SriP4i?'sInftrument  of  Revoca- 
tion, if  we  had  not  had  the  more  Ample  Relation,  both  from 
Packets  and  Paffengers  newly  Arrived  here.  For  the  Story 
of  the  Lower  Houfe,  We  have  it  with  a  Confirmation  fifit 
be  poflible  )  more  Autheniick.  For  here  arc  come  over 
Letters  from  a  great  part  of  ih^  Houfe,  unto  that  Honoura- 
ble Friend  oi  New  England^  and  of  all  Good  Men,  Sir  Henri 
y4ihnrft  ^  one  Signed  by  Seven,and  afterwards  another  Sign- 
cd  by  about  Thrice  that  Number  ^  both  to  the  fame  EfFed. 
By  thefe  we  Underftand,  how  Notorioufly  the  World  is  Im- 
pofed  upon. 

On  the  Fifth  of  November^  the  Phtt  begun  to  Operate.  A 
Meflage  was  brought  by  Sundry  Counfellors^  from  their  Board, 
to  incite  the  Houfe,  that  they  would  Concur  with  Thek  f^ot» 
for  the  Governour's  Vindication.  But  the  Houfe  for  diverfc 
Days,  declined  to  Meddle  with  it  ^  and  then  the  like  Mef- 
£age  was  brought  again  to  the  Houfe,  by  a  Greater  Number 
ofCoufffelUrs.  The  Houfe  being  thus  at  Length  Drawn  in, 
loCoafider  ijiis  Dirty  Matter,  there  Appeared  Mr.  J?hn

the  Honfe  could  Clear  hU  Fxceiiency  of  Atanaiingy  or  Countenari' 
ting  a  Private  Trade  with  the  French  and  Indian  Enemies^  The 
Vote  Paflcd  in  the  Negative,  with  a  very  great  Majority.

There  was  a  Rcprcfentative  of  Iffvich^  who  formerly  fal- 
ling in  with  the  Interefts  of  the  Country,  fo  Provoked  Colo- 
nel Dndley^  that  in  a  Printed  Pamphlet,  Publiftied  by  him, 
(  or,  the  Perfon  who  Wrote  for  him,  fo  as  to  make  it  He  ) 
he  Reproached  the  Counfy,  That  fuch  a  Figure  (hould  be 
made  in  tl»e  Aflembly,  by  one  who  was  then  a  Pradifing  5ow- 
Celder.  This  Pradtifing  Sow-Gelder  (as  Mr.  Dudley  calls  him) 
was  a  Member  of  this  Aflembly,  and  unto  the  Surprize  of 
the  Whole  Houfe,  Tack'd  about,  and  gone  over  to  Colonel 
Dudley's  Interefts  ,  tho'  'tis  not  many  Months  ago,  that  we 
have  (  now  in  London}  his  Hand  with  others,  unto  aa  Honeft 
Letter,  to  that  Honourable  Perfon,  Sir  Henry  Jfhurfi^  to  Soh 
licit  his  Endeavours  to  Deliver  the  Country  from  a  Plot  a- 
gainft  the  Charter ^  and  all  the  Courts  of  juftice  in  it,  with  a 
Sham  Court  of  Chancery^  for  rather  of  Bribery  j  which  Gover^ 
nour  Dudley  was  then  Purfuing.

THE  Hottfe  of  R«prefemative«  then  Firmly  Mit^e,  mf4 
art  of  Opinion^  That  their  Goverflouf  was  not  Coo- 
ccrned  in  Trading  with  P^emth^  Bdtland^  and  L^fon. 
Others  do  Firmly  Bclii^ve  the  Concrary.  Becaufe,  divcrfe 
Traders  nave  OwnM,  and  faid  oefore  many  WitnefTes,  that 
their  Governour  did  Know,  and  Allow  of  :vhat  they  did  i 
f^etch  doth  himfelf  Confers  it,  in  his  Petition  to  the  Queen. 
And  when  One  of  them  Swears  in  the  Govcrnour's  Vindica- 
tio.n,  he  only  means,  that  the  Governour  was  not  Concerned 
as  a  Merchant,  or  a  Partner  with  them.  HeShip'd  nothing  ^ 
there  was  nothing  Shipp'd  on  his  Account.  All  this  is  no- 
thing to  the  Purpofe.  And  tho'  Col.  Dudley  fliould  be  Clear 
of  having  any  thing  to  do  with  thcfe  Three  Grateful  iMer- 
chants,  yet  there  is  another  who  is  able  to  make  Difcoveries. 

In  the  fame  Condemnation  with  the  Three  aferefaid,  there 
was  at  this  time,  under  Im^ironment,'by  Vertue  of  the  Sen- 
tence which  the  General  Jfembly  had  Illegally,  (  and  it  now 
appears  Oppreffively  )  pafTed  upon  him,  for  a  part  in  an  Un- 
lawful Trade,  one  Captain  Ronfe.  The  lafi:  General  AfTem- 
biy  growing  Senfible  of  his  Condition,  Voted  his  being  let 
out  upon  Bail,  thai  he  might  enjoy  his  liberty.  But,  for  a 
Reafon,  which  he  will  tell  induetimc,  the  Fate  was  in  a  great 
Meafure  Eluded. 

It  is  Reported  by  fome  now  m  London^  That  the  AfTembly's 
Vote  to  fet  Jioufe  at  Liberty,  was  made  very  Infignificant,  by 
means  of  one  faid  to  be  a  Tory  Judge,  one  Leveret.

gaiih  for  ever  in  the  Indian  Wigwams^  Moved  for  another 
Expedicion  above  a  Year  ago.  '^he  Governour  now  gives 
a  CommifTlon  for  Tahng  the  Fort  \  but  whether  With  any 
Dark  Dfjigns^  We  are  yet  in  the  Dark.  After  the  Inflrudions 
wsre  drawn  up,  there  was  a  Cluuic  Tacked  at  the  Sndof 'em, 
which  gave  the  Army  Leave  to  come  off  when  they  would, 
if  they  Ihould  Imagine,  they  could  not  prefeatly  Finlfh  their 
Bufincfs  to  their  Minds.  It  was  the  Tacking  of  this  unolv 
fei  ved  Claufe  at  lall,  that  Confounded  all,  and  brought  on  a 
Story,  which  all  the  I  etters  from  NeiP-En^Und  we  have  yet 
fecn,  fay,  Tkfy  Blujh  to  Write  it.  And  that  is  the  Rcafon  why 
we  can  yet  give  bus  a  Short  Account  of  it.  In  Short,  There 
was  an  Army  of  as  Likely  Men  as  can  be  Imagined,  the  bell 
part  of  Two  Thou  land  of  them  ^  and  as  well  prdvidcd  With 
A  ammunition,  Provifion,  and  all  things  Nccelfary,  as  a  Wil- 
ling Coontry  could  Affoi  d.  But,  when  ii  comes  to  Execu- 
tion, quite  Contrary  to  the  beft  Advice  of  them  who  Knew 
the  Place,  they  Landed  feveral  Miles  off  the  Fort»  When  ihey 
might  have  Lanped  clofe  by,  and  probably  at  once  have  a- 
ken  it.  However,  Land  they  did  -,  and  Drove  the  Enemy 
before  them,  and  Chafed  them  into  th^Fort  with  much 
Courage  and  all  the  Encouragement  that  could  be.  The

tJiey  Hnt  Three  Pcrfons  to  Acquaint  thcGovernour  with  th« 
^'liferable  Affiir^  whereof  one  Was  the  £«^»>rer- aforefaid- 
They  bad  a  very  Melancholly,  aad  almoft  a  Tumultuous  Re- 
i;eptioa  by  the  People  ;  and  when  they  were,  ai  their  firil 
JLandiiig,  upbraided  with  Cowardice,  their  Anfwver  ftill  was. 
The  BituU  was  4t  Home  ^  and  they  hn'igone  oa  far  Oi  their  Orders 
would  h  ir  thsm  out  I  With  fundry  iuch  Reflexions,  which 
bore  Hard  upon  the  Governmens.  The  Council  were  In- 
^oinied  cf  this  Difcourfe  ^  but  there  was  nc  f'»>tice  taken  of 
ft.  And  tho'  they  were  Chidden  by  the  ^overnour,  in 
she  Council  Chamber,  yet  we  underftand,  they  were  Hugg*d 
and  Care  fsM  by  him,  below  Stairs,  to  the  great  Scandal  of 
iH  People.  The  People  were  now  in  a  mighty  Ferment. 
Ir.  w.:\%  the  Unive^ifal  Opinion,  Thas  if  the  Army  had  only 
llaid,  and  Plaid  at  Oif^io  their  Camp  (.far  enough  from  the 
Fort )  at  Port-royal^  the  Fort  would  have  ben  within  a  few 
Days  Surrendred  to  them.  The  Soldiers  within  were  Muti- 
nous to  the  lafl:  Degree  \  Deferters  Daily  came  over.  Pro- 
vifions  would  have  grown  Scanty  in  a  little  Tim6.  [  Tho* 
the  Loggings  of  their  Men  were  not  now  Thatch'd  !  (  the 
Heafon  why,  we  told  ye  before  )  yet  a  Red-hot  Bullet  or 
>  TiVo,  flung  into  the  Fprt,  might  have  fet  'em on  Fire.]  Tc» 
Tboofand  Things  might  have  happened.  But,  like  Men  a- 
frajH  of  having  the  Fort  fall  into  their  Hands,  they  ran  back 
to  Nm-Eu^lmidSiS  fall  as  their  Canvas  Sailscould  carry  them. 
The  Good  Women  in  Bofton^  could  not  forbear  their  Ou6- 
criesi  when  they  met  in  the  Streets,  on  this  Occafion.
